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GENERAL INTRODUCTION 


NATIONAL REGISTER OF SCIENTIFIC 
AND TECHNICAL PERSONNEL IN INDIA 

The increasing recognition of the role of science in the promotion of national welfare, and the two wars 
which utilized in an abundant measure and in a spectacular manner a large variety of scientific talent and skill, 
have spotlighted the scientist who was hitherto content to work in comparative obscurity, and brought him into 
the public view. It is now realised that the application of science on the scale necessary for social and economic 
development demands large number of workers, and not only should all the trained personnel available be efficiently 
and effectively utilised, but talented young men and women should be sought out wherever they exist, and trained 
to undertake the many tasks awaiting attention. 

It is the appreciation of this position that has led to a stock taking of scientific personnel in various coun- 
tries all over the world as an essential pre-requisite for assessing qualitatively and quantitatively the available 
man-power resources in each country and for formulating plans of training the personnel required for research and 
development. Thus in the United Kingdom, the collection of data relating to numbers and qualifications of 
scientists and technologists was undertaken under the supervision of the Royal Society of London in 1939. In 
the following year, the compilation of a National Register of Scientists was undertaken in the United States 
of America. In India, the demand for taking stock of the man-power resources was voiced by the delegates 
attending the 1947 session of the Indian Science Congress (Delhi). In August 1947, the Government of India 
appointed the Scientific Man-power Committee with Dr. Shanti Swarup Bhatnagar as Chairman and included 
among the terms of reference to the Committee, "The maintenance of a register of scientific and technical 
personnel to facilitate their utilization to the best advantage". The work of compiling the register was later 
entrusted to the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research. 

The National Register, which will be periodically revised and brought up-to-date, will provide a con- 
tinuous census of the scientific man-power of the nation. It will be of assistance in : ^ (a) the effective utilization 
of scientific talent, (b) assessing the gaps in the growth of science and technology^, (c) supplying service personnel 
to industry, {d) finding alternative personnel in the prosecution of team work, (e) provision of personnel for 
educational and research institutions, and ( / ) keeping check on the drfft of technical personnel to administrative 
departments. For fulfilling these purposes, it is necessary that the Register should be complete and compre- 
hensive. 


Appeals have been frequently issued in the past, requesting the scientists and technicians of the nation to 
co-operate in the compilation of the Register. The Hon'ble Shri Jawaharlal Nehru recently said : 

The Government of India have at present under consideration the report of the Scientific Man-Power 
Committee appointed in April 1947, to advise on the best method of utilizing and augmenting the scientific 
man-power resources of the country, A basic recommendation of the Committee, which the Government have 
accepted, is that immediate steps should be taken to prepare a roster of scientific talent that is now available. 

The necessity of such a roster is obvious 1 appeal to all persons in India possessing degrees or 

diplomas in Science to send complete information about themselves such as age, permanent and present addresses, 
their scientific qualifications, research and industrial experience, their present occupations, the nature of the 
research work, if any, they are engaged upon, etc. 

So far, the response to the appeal has not been as satisfactory as it should have been. The efforts 
to collect the information, however, continue, and the Council have undertaken the responsibility of publishing 
the data as collected in a series of volumes. It is earnestly hoped that scientists and technicians would respond 
to the call of the Prime Minister and supply the needed information so that this national undertaking in which 
the Council is now engaged, may be completed satisfactorily and expeditiously.

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INTRODUCTION 


The present publication, Volume III — Scientists & Technologists, Part II 
is a sequel to the Register issued by the Council of Scientific & Industrial 
Research in April, It includes the names of the persons who have furnished 

their particulars for registration in the National Register of India after the issue ot 
the Part I and up to May, 1953. Subsequent parts will be issued as information 
becomes available. 


Publication of this preliminary evaluation is designed to serve the following 
purposes: (i) To provide data to assist the administration in proper control 
of manpower for national development programs ; (2) To provide data for 
statistical studies on scientific manpower ; (3) To provide data for use in an 
employment program for rightful placement purposes ; (4) To provide biographical 
data for use in directories such as Men of Science or Who's Who in Science. The 
staff of the National Register Branch of the Council of Scientific & Industrial 
Research will answer the questions which may come in, regarding the overall scientific 
manpower field. Further these summaries marshal the available data which will 
help the authorities to evolve their policies, plans and programs with respect to the 
nation's further requirements of trained personnel. 


The Council have undertaken the responsibility of publishing. the data about 
the manpower resources and it can meet this obligation successfully only with the 
whole hearted assistance and guidance of the scientific community itself. It is ear- 
nestly hoped that those who have not registered themselves yet. would do so early so 
that the information becomes fully adequate for formulation of policies and programs 
relating to the scientific manpower. ° 


I desire to express my deep gratitude to Dr. Shanti Swaroop Bhatnagar for 
giving me an opportunity to do this work. I wish to thank the staff for their co- 
operation in the work of compiling and arranging the information.

I. Names are arranged alphabetically according to surnames, and under 
identical euraames according to first names. It both the surname and the first name 
are identical, names are arranged according to the second name. 

•2. The information given in the Register has been carefully abstracted from 
replies to the questionnaire furnished by the individuals themselves. The Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research assumes no responsibility for the correctness of 
statements published. 

3. The information holds good upto the date of the replies furnished by 
individuals. 


4. Information relating to incomes and remuneration has been withheld at the 
request of a large majority of persons listed. 

5. In arranging the information, the requirements of government depart- 
ments, institutions, industry and otlver employers have been taken into consideration. 
The compilation provides information on the qualifications and careers of qualified 
personnel. 

6. The names of technical personnel listed in this volume have been classified 
according to categories in which the persons consider themselves to be specialists. The 
same name may appear in more than one category if qualifications and experiences 
warrant multiple entries. 

7. It is not claimed that names of all scientists and technologists are found in 
the Part I and II of this Volume and more names would appear in subsequent parts as 
and when the particulars become available. 

8 . The remarks given in the last column of the register indicate the nature of 
work an individual is engaged in at present and the type of organization he is working 
in. The symbols used for the purpose are : — R for research, T — teaching, TR— teaching 
and research, STA — scientific and technical administration, STO — ^scientific and technical 
occupation, S — scholar, F — fellow, I — industry, Ucl — unclassifiable, Un — Unemployed. 
G — government, SG — semi-government, NG — non-government, P — private.

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN INDIA

The story of modern science in India 
is essentially a narrative of its develop- 
ment during the last 50 years, for although 
a beginning had been made in the last 
century, significant progress only began to 
be recorded in the early years of the 
twentieth century. A major share of the 
credit for the rapid pace of progress un- 
doubtedly goes to tile universities. As 
traditional homes of learning and new 
knowledge, the universities have made 
substantial contributions towards securing 
for science and its application an impor- 
tant place in the minds of educated India. 
In the early stages naturally the main 
emphasis was on teaching of science, crea- 
ting science consciousness and carrying 
the message of science to the layman. 
Some of the university men were also 
interested in undertaking a search for new 
scientific knowledge but real emphasis on 
scientific research can only be said to have 
begun during and after the turmoils of the 
First World War (1914-18). Since then 
scientists from Indian universities have 
made substantial contributions to various 
branches of modern science — ranging from 
anthropology at one end to zoology at the 
other. These activities have mainly been 
responsible for securing Indian science and 
Indian scientists their present position in 
the scientific world. 

As is generally the case, the pattern of 
science in universities that has emerged 
has been the development of schools of 
research around promising workers but 
they have been handicapped by lack of 
equipment, want of accommodation, long 
hours of routine teaching, due to inade- 
quacy of staff and paucity of funds. Subs- 
tantial assistance and incentives have 


therefore to be provided to universities to 
overcome these and other difficulties, to 
enable them to train research workers of 
the correct calibre in large numbers and 
to raise the general quality and quantity 
of research, for obviously a few distin- 
guished workers in a large country like 
India are not enough. 

Although at some universities applied 
research has also received some attention, 
their main emphasis has been on the 
fundamental aspects of scientific research 
and promotion of applied research has 
generally been left to be fostered by special 
organizations brought into being for cer- 
tain specific purpose. These organisations 
cover all spheres of national welfare inclu- 
ding public health, medicine, engineering 
and technology but these subjects have 
been dealt with elsewhere. The persent 
review is restricted to general scientific 
and industrial research, survey of natural 
resources and agricultural research. 

The need for developing natural re- 
sources like minerals and forest produce 
was responsible for the bringing into being 
of the Survey of India in 1800, the Geo- 
logical Survey of India in 1851, and the 
Forest Research Institute in 1878. Re- 
curring famines and draughts, damage to 
crops from pests and insects, low yields 
and inferior quality of agriculture produce, 
all helped to focus attention on the desira- 
bility of promoting agricultural research. 
The Pusa Institute was established in 1903 
followed by the gradual setting up of 
several commodity committees and in 1929, 
the Imperial (now Indian) Council of Agri- 
cultural Research was constituted to foster 
agricultural research in general on an 
organized basis. 
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The general field of scientific and indus- 
trial research did not however receive 
njuch attention. In 1934 an Industrial 
Research Bureau was set up with the spe- 
cific object of making “a beginning and to 
lay the foundations on which a research 
organization suitable for the needs of the 
country could later be constructed”. It 
was left to World War II to bring home 
the need for placing scientific and indus- 
trial research on an organised basis. The 
creation of Board of Scientific & Industrial 
Research in i94oandthe holding in abeyance 
of Industrial Research Bureau represents 
the first concrete step in this direction. 
The working of this organisation helped to 
bring into bold relief the inadequacy of the 
facilities for this purpose and the need for 
augmenting them considerably if scientific 
research was to make an effective contribu- 
tion to the industrial development of the 
country. Council of Scientific & Industrial 
Research was accordingly brought into 
being as an autonomous organisation to 
foster and develop scientific research in its 
various ramifications so as to enable 
science to play its assigned role in pro- 
motion of national welfare. 

During its early period. Council of Scien- 
tific & Industrial Research made several 
notable contributions to the progress of 
scientific research in the context of prevail- 
ing circumstances, but a real setting of the 
pace only became possible with a change in 
the political status of India. With the 
advent of independence, science in India 
began to receive increased state patronage, 
the most important factor being the ins- 
piring guidance and personal interest of 
the Prime Minister in furthering the promo- 
tion of science for practical purposes. The 
announcement of “Scientific Research” as 
a distinct portfolio assumed by the Prime 
Minister himself was the first concrete step 
in this direction to be followed by the 
creation of a Department of Scientific 
Research in 1948 and its elevation to 
.a Ministry of Natural Resources and 


Scientific Research in 1951. 

Amongst the various measures taken 
by the national Government for promo- 
ting scientific research may be mentioned 
— establishment of national laboratories, 
promotion of research in industry, setting 
up of an Atomic Energy Commission, inten- 
sification of the survey of natural resources 
and scientific liaison with other countries, 
India is an active member of international 
scientific unions. Research development 
and utilisation have been stimulated and 
an Indian National Scientific Documenta- 
tion Centre (Insdoc)has been established in 
collaboration with UNESCO. Insdoc pro- 
vides microfilm and photographic copies of 
scientific documents and translations of 
publications to scientists in South East Asia 
and compiles for them bibiliographies on 
specified subjects. Research aids such as’ 
library services and publication of results of 
research have been expanded; a national 
research professorship has been created 
and a census of technical and scientific 
personnel has been undertaken. Scientific 
instruments of certain categories have been 
exempted from customs duty and expendi- 
ture on research or donations to research 
institutions can be claimed as an item of 
business expenditure in computing the 
income tax leviable on a firm. 

Most of these developments can be 
traced directly or indirectly to Council of 
Scientific & Industrial Research whose 
activities have been expanding at a fast 
rate during the last few years. Ever 
since its inception the Council has through 
a large number of research committees 
covering diverse fields of science sponsored 
research in pure and applied sciences at 
universities and other research institutions 
with the concurrent object of training 
scientific personnel for scientific institutions 
and industry. It has sought to encourage 
research for the sake of research and 
attract research talent wherever available 
for operating research piojects. 
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The Council has been educating indusf 
try into the benefits of promoting research 
through the establishment of co-operative 
research organisations. It has undertaken 
a comprehensive information survey of the 
natural resources of India, vegetable, 
animal and mineral and the information 
collected and collated is being published 
in a series of well edited encyclopaedic 
volumes under the general title "Wealth 
of India”. 

By drawing attention to their basic 
importance, the Council has stimulated 
interest and investigation into many 
problems of an imperative nature such as 
intensification of the search for alternate 
sources of sulphur, production of sulphur 
and sulphuric acid from gypsum, develop- 
ment of liquid fuels from coal, production 
of iron by the low shaft furnace etc. Estab- 
lishment of oil refineries in the country 
and emphasis on research for new sources 
for petroleum have received considerable 
impetus from the emphasis which the 
Council has placed on their urgent develop- 
ment. 

Perhaps the most important achieve- 
ment of the Council has been the establish- 
ment of a chain of national laboratories in 
various parts of the country. Conceived 
with vision, expertly planned, budt in 
modern style and well equipped for ad- 
vanced research, these laboratories are 
amongst the finest institutions of their 
class in the world. The scope of their 
work covers a wide field and includes 
research in fundamental and applied 
subjects. Their functions are both comple- 
mentary and independent, intended more 
to supplement than to supplant the work 
of existing research institutes organised by 
individuals or collective industrial concerns 
or universities. 

National Physical Laboratory, New 
Delhi, has as its main function, the main- 
tenance of basic standards of mass, length 
and time, and derived standards like those 


required for electrical and electronic ins- 
truments, temperature, luminosity, pro-- 
parties of metals etc. Physical research’ 
which relates fundamentally to utilisation 
and processing of raw materials for indus- 
try, standardisation of processes and scien- 
tific controls for improvement in the 
quality of industrial products is the concern 
of the laboratory. With a view to even- 
tually raise the standard of industrial effi- 
ciency, the laboratory offers advice on 
framing of specifications and devises suit- 
able tests for easy testing of the quality of 
manufactured products. 'I'he scientific 
work of the laboratory is conducted in 
divisions dealing with weights and mea- 
sures, applied mechanics, heat and power, 
optics, electricity, electronics, sound, in- 
dustrial physics and analytical chemistry. 
A section on low temperature research has 
been recently added. 

National Chemical Laboratory, Poona, 
attempts to bridge the gap between science 
and its application by providing a link 
between the universities, state and other 
scientific institutions on the one hand and 
industry on the other. The scientific work 
of the laboratory is of a fundamental and 
applied character along lines likely to 
promote research in industrial chemistry, 
in technology and chemical utilisation of 
raw material for development of industry. 
Besides promoting fundamental investiga- 
tions essential for maintenance of a stimu- 
lating research atmosphere and keeping 
the work on a high level in keeping with 
rapidly advancing scientific knowledge, the 
developmental work in the laboratory 
takes the form of improving old processes 
in the light of new scientific knowledge and 
of developing new processes to pilot 
plant stage. The laboratory is responsible 
for all spheres of chemic^ research, in 
which specialised institutions have not 
been brought into being. Research is con- 
ducted through divisions of biochemistry, 
organic chemistry, inorganic chemistry. 
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physical chemistry, plastics and high 
polymers, chemical engineering and survey 
and information. The national collection 
of type cultures is housed in the laboratory 

National Metallurgical Laboratory, 
Jamshedpur, covers all aspects of metal- 
lurgical research both fundamental and 
applied and carries on work on ores, mine- 
rals and refractories as applied to metal- 
lurgy Investigations are conducted on 
examination, preparation and melting of 
metallic ores, smelting, heat-treatment and 
working, structure and physical properties, 
electro-deposition and surface treatment of 
metals and alloys. Subjects of study 
include chemical analysis, physical chemis- 
try and physics as it affects metallurgical 
problems. Facilities are provided for 
application of research results to commer- 
cial operating conditions and study of such 
conditions as affect the quality of products 
and the efficiency and economy of commer- 
cial production. Some of the investiga- 
tions are being conducted in collaboration 
with other organisations like Indian Bureau 
of Mines and Atomic Energy Commission. 

Fuel Research Institute, Digwadih, 
Dhanbad, conducts research into the major 
problems of fuels— solid liquid and gaseous- 
and operates the physical and chemical 
surveys of coals in India, with a view to 
provide a reliable assessment of the quality 
and quantity of the resources of different 
types of coal. In addition to problems of 
fundamental and applied research, techni- 
cal investigations into the sampling and 
analysis of fuels are also undertaken and 
pilot plants developed for different pro- 
cesses. Furnaces, combustion and boiler 
plants, high and low temperature carboni- 
sation, coal washing, powdered coal, bri- 
quetting, gasification, hydrocarbon syn- 
thesis, tar hydrogenation, liquid fuels, 
smoke and atmospheric pollution are some 
of the subjects engaging attention at the 
Institute. 


In order to assess the coal resources 
of the country five regional coal survey 
stations have been set up at Ranchi, 
Digwadih, Raniganj, Bilaspur (Madhya 
Pradesh) and Jorhat and are engaged in a 
systematic physical and chemical survey of 
coals in their areas. 

Central Glass & Ceramic Research 
Institute, Calcutta, is entrusted with 
research relating to glass, pottery including 
porcelain, enamels, refractories and mica 
utilisation. Its functions include funda- 
mental work having a bearing on different 
branches of glass and ceramics and their 
testing and standardization, technical 
assistance to industry, dissemination of 
information and training of technologists. 
Improvements in existing technique of 
manufacture and commencement of pro- 
cesses, which have not yet been undertaken 
in India, receive particular attention. The 
Institute collaborates with other organisa- 
tions like the Geological Survey of India 
in the preparation and execution of plans 
for detailed surveys of raw materials in 
which it is interested. It undertakes 
investigations on the properties of clays 
and sands, their practical utility and where 
necessary, methods for their beneficiation. 
The training imparted at the Institute is 
of a standard commensurate with require- 
ments of industry and its progress; arrange- 
ments for the technical staff to acquire 
experience of factory working are also 
envisaged. 

Central Drug Research Institute, 
Lucknow, has as its ultimate object the 
stimulation of progress in the control and 
treatment of disease through facilitating 
investigations to establish the usefulness 
and limitations of diagnostic, preven- 
tive and therapeutic agents. This involves 
not only the promotion of critical clinical 
investigations of new therapeutic agents 
but also taking into consideration possible 
new uses for old ones according to vai ying 
factors. The essential functions of the 
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Institute are— promotion of drug research 
in general in its different aspects, testing 
and standardization of drugs and giving 
expert opinion thereon as a guide to fur- 
ther research development and production 
in so far as they relate to its own work 
and provision of controlled clinical trials 
in hospitals, clinics, etc. The scope of 
work extends from systematic scientific 
study, including in vitro and vivo trials of 
crude drugs that have been in use in indi- 
genous systems of medicines for centuries 
at one end, to the highly developed field of 
synthetics and antibiotics at the other. 

Central Food Technological Research 
Institute, Mysore, deals with all aspects of 
food technology. Its general scope in- 
cludes development of improved methods 
of food storage, reclamation and utilization 
of infested or affected food material, pro- 
cessing and preservation of foods by diffe- 
rent methods, treatment of coarse food 
material to improve their palatability and 
digestibility, new and unfamiliar food 
materials and their processing, production 
of concentrated foods, vitamins and other 
food accessories and supplementaries, die- 
tetics, developments of new methods of 
detection and prevention of adulteration, 
food sanitation and treatment and utili- 
zation of waste products in food industries. 
Fruit processing and preservation and 
training of fruit technologists constitutes 
an important part of the activities of the 
Institute. 

Central Road Research Institute, 
New Delhi, meets the needs for research 
in the important subject of improving 
road communications in India and co-ordi- 
nates experimental work on the subject. 
Some of its important functions are funda- 
mental research underlying the behaviour 
of material used in road construction like 
soils, stones, bricks, cements, bitumen etc., 
correlation of laboratory test results on 
standard material with those under actual 


service conditions, tests on soils and study 
of soil mechanics for evolution of low cost 
roads, standardization of specification for 
roads and road building plant and machi- 
nery, development of instruments for 
various tests on roads and bridges, studies 
on the characteristics of different types of 
roads under different traffic conditions, 
incidence of accidents, road safety devices 
and road statistics. The programme of 
work is planned with due reference to the 
requirements of the country and includes 
district and village roads and national and 
state highw'ays. It collaborates with other 
organisations, trains technologists and 
advises on technical matters connected 
with road construction. 

Central Building Research Institute, 
Roorkee, includes amongst the scope of 
its work, materials used in construction of 
building and designing and construction of 
buildings to suit Indian climatic conditions. 
It undertakes examination of building 
materials in common use and the methods 
of applying them with a view to effecting 
economy and improvement wherever possi- 
ble, examination of new materials or 
processess, scientific diagnosis of cause of 
difficulties and failures in materials or their 
application and determination of standards 
for materials and workmanship. Attention 
is directed to development of existing 
materials and production of new ones. 
One of the important functions of the 
institute is to conduct investigations de- 
signed to cater to the needs of villages for 
cheap houses using readily available 
materials. The activities of the institute 
are all comprehensive including engineer- 
ing and structural aspects of buildings, 
effect of mechanisation and prefabrication 
on construction techniques, comfort and 
efficiency of buildings and improvements 
in quality of raw materials. 

Central Leather Research Institute, 
Madras, forms the centre of all scientific 
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activities connected' with leather and tan- 
ning industry. It concerns itself with inves- 
tigation into the complex problems of 
leather technology with particular refer- 
ence to Indian conditions and tanning 
materials so as to raise the standard and 
efficiency of both the village and organised 
industry. The scope of work includes all 
aspects of research, fundamental, applied 
and developmental. Particular emphasis 
is laid on scientific control of processes, 
introduction of mechanical methods of 
production and standardization of the 
physical properties of leather by approved 
tests. Subjects of investigations include 
studies into the different operations invol- 
ved in leather technology including bac- 
terial and enzymic reactions, influence of 
temperature, concentration etc. on vege- 
table, mineral and combination tanning 
and the quality of leather. A model tan- 
nery is attached to the Institute. 

Central Electro-chemical Research 
Institute, Karaikudi, carries on investiga- 
tions in electro-chemistry and its application 
in chemical industries with particular refer- 
ence to problems relating to the use of indi- 
genous raw material in new industries and 
increasing the efficiency of existing indus- 
tries. The subjects covered include electro- 
chemical production of important organic 
and inorganic substances, electro-deposition, 
electro-winning and electro-refining, passi- 
vity and corrosion, electro-metallurgy, 
electro-analysis, electro-thermal processes, 
and primary aiirl secondary batteries. The 
scope of work includes fundamental as well 
as basic research and attention is devoted 
to design of equipment used in electrical 
processes. 

Central Salt Research Station, Bhav- 
nagar, is concerned with investigations 
designed to secure sustained improvement 
in the quality of Indian salt from sea and 
lake bitterns, reduction of costs and econo- 
mic utilisation of by-products of salt 
manufacture. A model salt farm for 


experimental and demonstrative purposes 
forms an integral part of the Institute. 

Central Electronic Engineering Re- 
search Institute, Pilani, has as its object, 
research and development of electronic 
engineering in all its aspects; utilisation of 
indigenous raw materials in manufacture of 
components, building of electronic instru- 
ments, investigation on radar and allied 
devices and expanding the application of 
electronics in industry. 

INSTITUTIONS ATTACHED TO MINISTRY OF 

NATURAL RESOURCES & SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH 

In addition to the national laboratories 
established under the aegis of Council of 
Scientific & Industrial Research, Ministry 
of Natural Resources & Scientific Research 
are sponsoring research in a number of 
other institutions. 

Atomic Energy Commission, has spon- 
sored research on problems in nuclear 
physics and subjects aimed at production 
and development of nuclear energy for 
peaceful purposes. A unit for production 
of radiation meters and other electronic 
instruments has been set up. Possibilities 
of producing heavy water are being inves- 
tigated. The Rare Minerals Survey Wing 
of the Commission is engaged in field in- 
vestigations on the occurrence, association 
and paragonesis of minerals of the rare 
metals and rare earth group and petro- 
logical work. An intensive suivey for 
atomic minerals such as uranium, thorium, 
beryllium, monazite and lithium is in 
progress. 

Tata Institute of Fundamental Re- 
search, Bombay, is an important centre 
for advanced work in nuclear physics and 
applied matheinatics. Besides research, 
lectures in these subjects by eminent 
Indian and foreign scientists are arranged. 
Cosmic ray investigations and research in 
fundamental particles form special features 
of its activities. 
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Physical Research Laboratory, Ahmed- 

abad, makes an integrated study of the 
earth’s atmosphere including its responses 
to solar and cosmic influences, cosmic ray 
research in all its aspects and serves as a 
study and research centre for advanced 
physics. 

Institute of Nuclear Physics, Calcutta» 
offers facilities to post M.Sc. students for 
theoretical and technical research and 
training, including training in atomic 
energy, nuclear science and biophysics and 
carries on scientific investigations in these 
subjects. 

Institute for Radio Physics and Elec- 
tronics, Calcutta, carries on fundamental 
and applied research on radio physics and 
electronics with special reference to prob- 
lems of wave propagation. A pilot plant 
for construction of radio valves has been 
installed and facilities are available for 
testing of commercial products. 

Indian Association for the Cultiva- 
tion of Science, Calcutta, conducts funda- 
mental researches in X-rays, magnetism, 
optics, theoretical physics and chemistry in 
its different branches organic, inorganic, 
physical. Amongst the subjects under 
study are crystalline structure of com- 
pounds, elastic constants of crystals. 
Raman spectra, absorption of ultra high 
frequency radio waves, relativistic scatter- 
ing of neutrons by protons, meson field 
theories and nuclear scattering, theory of 
relativity, and a-decay phenomenon, syn- 
thesis of organic compounds, analytical 
applications of complex salts, high polymer 
chemistry, chain transfer studies, measure- 
ment of dielectric constants and dipole 
moments. 

Survey of India, Dehra Dun, is in- 
terested in research on geodetic and geo- 
graphical problems. 

Botanical Survey of India, Calcutta, 
undertakes floristic and ecological surveys 


of Indian plants' and compiles botanical 
monographs on systematic botany. Be- 
sides a museum and a library, it also main- 
tains a herbarium' of plant materials. 

Zoological Survey of India, Calcutta, 
has as its main function research on syste- 
matic zoology, animal ecology, faneristic 
surveys and zoo geography. Comprehensive 
surveys of Indian fauna are undertaken. 
The survey is particularly interested in 
Indian fish and houses the best equipped 
zoology library in the East. 

Geological Survey of India, has as its 
primary function the preparation of a 
geological map of India to form the basis 
for future geological work including an 
appraisal of the mineral deposits of the 
country. The detailed geological mapping 
is undertaken by field officers who work 
in close collaboration with the Public 
Works Departments of State Governments. 
The Geophysical Section is at present 
mainly concerned with water supply and 
engineering geological problems and loca- 
tion of small mineral deposits. A Mineral 
Information Bureau has been organised 
with the object of assisting and advising 
the public on development and utilisation 
of mineral resources. To encourage and 
assist the teaching of geology in classes 
and colleges, the Department presents 
collections of minerals, rocks and fossils 
and also arranges lectures to students and 
the public. 

Indian Bureau of Mines, is concerned 
with minerals and their beneficiation. At 
present it is mainly interested in conduct- 
ing mineral surveys for manganese, 
pyrites, ilmenite, sulphur, chromite, etc. 

Indian School of Mines and Applied 
Geology, Dhanbad. is mainly an insti- 
tution for training of mining engineers and 
geologists but some of its departments 
also conduct research in their respective 
subjects. 
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Bose Institute, Calcutta, conducts 
research in physics, chemistry, plant 
physiology, cytogenetics, plant breeding, 
microbiology and zoology. Work on a 
number of schemes on jute, cotton and 
oilseeds is in progress. 

Birbal Sahni Institute of Palaeobotany, 
Lucknow, conducts research work pre- 
dominantly on the fossil floras of India and 
of adjacent regions and problems connec- 
ted therewith, to obtain knowledge of the 
composition of various floras, the form and 
structure of different plant species, their 
distribution in time and space etc., and to 
help clarifying geological problems rela- 
ting to the age and correlation of sedi- 
mentary rocks. Investigations have been 
taken up on microfossils spores and pollen 
grains preserved in great numbers m sedi- 
ments to throw light on the changes in 
climate and vegetation and on the history 
of mail. 

STATE GOVERNMENT INSTITUTIONS. 

Central Laboratories for Scientific 
and Industrial Research, Hyderabad 
IJeccan, carry on research both of a 
fundamental and applied nature with 
emphasis on utilisation of local raw 
materials, vegetable and mineral, and 
development of industrial processes based 
on them. As a part of its programme for 
carrying out a systematic survey of the 
resources of Hyderabad, the laboratories 
have undertaken a survey of ceramic 
materials and Hyderabad coals and Madras 
lignites. 

Jiwaji Industrial Research Laboratory, 
Gwalior, is interested in the exploitation 
of nature resources of Madhya Bharat and 
their application to start new industries. 

RESEARCH ASSOCIATIONS 

Of the three research associations 
established in India, two, viz. Silk and Art 
Silk Manufacturers Research Association 


and South India Textile Research Associa- 
tion are still in a formative stage. Ahmed- 
abad Textile Industry’s Research Asso- 
ciation, Ahmedabad carries on research, 
applications of physics, physical chemistry 
and chemistry, statistics and industry 
psychology in problems of the textile 
industry. Pilot plant facilities are avail- 
able for spinning, weaving and processing. 
The analytical section provides laboratory 
testing facilities to mills not having their 
own laboratories. 

OTHER RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS 

Shri Ram Institute for Industrial 
Research, Delhi concentrates on short- 
term industrial research problems having 
a direct application. Modelled on the lines 
of Mellon Institute, it provides research, 
testing and process engineering services to 
a number of industries. The institute 
maintains vigorous personal contacts with 
various sections of industry and users and 
puts up small scale pilot plants for demons- 
trating the commercial success of their 
research projects. 

Tisco Research and Control Labora- 
tory, Jamshedpur, maintained by Tata 
Iron & Steel Company Limited carries 
on research in metallurgical, chemical and 
physical investigations relating to steel 
plants problems. The laboratory works 
in close co-operation with National Metal- 
lurgical Laboratory and the laboratory of 
Directorate of Inspection, Metallurgy, 
Govt, of India, Tata Nagar. 

Sir Profulla Chandra Research Labo- 
ratory, Calcutta, carries on fundamental 
and applied research in organic, synthetic 
and biochemical colloids and thermo- 
therapy. 

Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore, 

conducts post-graduate research and train- 
ing in physics, general organic and bio- 
chemistry, aeronautical engineering, inter- 
nal combustion engineering, metallurgy. 
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power engineering, electronic technology, 
electrical communication engineering, 
chemical technology and chemical engi- 
neering. The Library of the institute is 
one of the best equipped. 

Indian Academy of Sciences, (Raman 
Institute) Bangalore, is a centre for 
advanced research in crystal physics, mole- 
cular physics and related fields with special 
reference to spectroscopy and scattering of 
light to explain the optical behaviour of 
various minerals and precious stones and 
their structure and physical properties. 

Research Department, All India Radio, 
Delhi, deals with broadcasting engineering 
as practised in India. Ionospheric in- 
vestigations are carried out in co-operation 
with the N.P.L. England and other 
interested bodies in India. 

Institute of Psychological Research 
and Service, conducts research on problems 
.in different branches of applied psychology, 
like industrial, educational, general test, 
construction and personality research. 

Imperial Chemical Industries (I.C.I.) 
Laboratories, are mainly interested in the 
technology of plastics and rubber and 
research on related aspects. 

Ramanujan Institute of Mathematics, 
has only recently been started with the 
object of undertaking advanced research 
in all branches of Mathematics. 

The Indian Statistical Institute, Cal- 
cutta, undertakes on commercial or busi- 
ness like lines, statistical inquiries and 
surveys of all kinds on behalf of govern- 
ment departments and public authorities 
or private concerns. It has facilities for 
research and training normally for advan- 
ced students, officers on deputation from 
government departments and scientific 
institutions. It also provides instructions 
in computation for junior workers. The 
institute has operating branches at Madras 


Delhi, Lucknow and other centres of India. 
Most of its work is carried out in the Stati- 
stical Laboratory at Calcutta. Inquiries 
relating to statistical questions covering a 
wide range, agricultural and forest research, 
meteorology, flood control and irrigation, 
biometry and anthropology, experimental 
and educational psychology, public health 
and medicine, diet surveys and nutrition 
experiments, crop forecasts and crop 
planning, labour inquiries, rural welfare, 
consumer preferences, economic and busi- 
ness surveys of all kinds are in progress. 

Indian Meteorological Department, 
New Delhi, carries on research in meteoro- 
logy and climatology etc. It has well- 
equipped workshops and laboratories at 
Poona and Delhi for designing, testing and 
calibrating various meteorological and 
allied instruments. 

The Solar Physics Observatory, Kodai- 
kanal, is mainly devoted to the study of 
problems on solar physics. Its present 
programme includes preparation of photo- 
heliograms of flocculi in K and H-alpha 
light and of prominences in calcium light. 
Studies of the character and motions of 
eruptive prominences and solar out-bursts 
and other phenomena, related to sun’s 
activities are an important part of the 
observational programme. Special studies 
which include spectro-photometric work 
on selected lines in the solar spectrum of 
the disc and on the limb, together with 
laboratory work on atomic and molecular 
spectra have in recent years been intro- 
duced. Stellar spectroscopic work and 
ionospheric and magnetic work for daily 
observation are also undertaken. The In- 
ternational Astronomical Association has 
allotted the task of collecting from all con- 
tributing observatories and collating the 
data of solar prominences. The Observa- 
tory exchanges spectro-heliograms with 
Mount Wilson Observatory, U. S. A,, the 
Cambridge Solar Physics, Observatory 



Great Britain and the Meudon Observatory 
France. 

-The Drug Research Laboratory, 
Jammu dc Kashmir, Jammu-Tawi, works 
on the chemistry of indigenous drugs and 
their medicinal use in pharmaceutical 
preparations, standardization of crude 
drugs and substitutes for B.P. and B.P.C. 
plants, biological standardization of drugs, 
antibiotics from plant materials and soil 
bacteria, etc. 

Nutrition Research, Laboratory, Coo- 
noor, is interested in nutrition research, 
nutritive values of foodstuffs, methods of 
vitamin testing, basic nutritional research, 
animal experimentation and clinical inves- 
tigations. It acts as an advisory bureau 
on all questions of nutrition relating tp 
calorific value and protein, fat, carbo- 
hydrate, calcium, phosphorus, iron and vita- 
pain contents of different food materials. 

National Research Development Cor- 
poration of India, New Delhi. Very re- 
cently the Government of India has set up 
a National Research Development Cor- 
poration of India to take up development 
pf Indian inventions at existing factories 
and also by installing semi-commercial, 
prototype or pilot plants wherever neces- 
sary to ensure that the results of original 
scientific inquiry are translated to indus- 
trial production. The activities of the 
Corporation cover inventions emanating 
from national laboratories and other re- 
search institutes, and patents obtained by 
universities and individuals, where deemed 
necessary in the public interest. 

AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH 
The vital importance of promoting agri- 
cultural research in its different aspects 
was recognised at a comparatively early 
stage and a number of research institu- 
tions were organised by central and state 
governments to undertake investigations 
on agricultural problems of general and 
local interest. The results of researches 
conducted at various research institutes 


are usually transmitted to agriculture 
workers and peasants through an organf,- 
sational chain headed by Directors of 
agriculture in every state and a number 
of district and field officers. 

The Indian Agricultural Commission 
which reported on the general question of 
agriculture development in India in 1938 
recommended the creation of a central 
agency for developing and co-ordinating 
agricultural research both at the centre 
and the states and Indian (then Imperial) 
Council of Agricultural Research was 
brought into being in 1929 for this pur- 
pose. The Council does not maintain any 
research laboratories of its own; it sup- 
orts general agricultural research by 
nancing research schemes in research ins- 
titutes and universities. In formulating 
and initiating research schemes, all aspects 
of agriculture and animal husbandry are 
taken into consideration. In addition 
there are a number of commodity com- 
mittees entrusted with the research and 
development of particular commodities. 

Agricultural research has included all 
possible crops and every aspect of crop 
production. Attention has been devoted 
to the breeding and introduction of im- 
proved varieties, crop cultivation, pest 
control and harvesting to increasing the 
yield of rice, wheat, barley, maize and 
pulses. An all India soil survey has been 
in progress since 1942 and tentative soil 
maps of different dates have been pre- 
pared. Attention has also been devoted to 
soil erosion and role of organic matter in 
the soil. 

In the field of animal husbandry 
methods of immuning sheep and cattle 
against anthrax, black-quarter and rinder- 
pest have been developed. Foot and 
mouth disease, bovine tuberculosis, hel- 
minithiasis and other diseases have re- 
ceived attention. Other outstanding pro- 
blems include nutritional defificiencies con- 
sequent on shortage and poor quality of 



fodders and feeding Stuffs and their im- 
provement to ensure fullest utilisation and 
role of trace elements. 

Directorates in the Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture. Besides maintaining a 
number of central research institutes, 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture has also 
attached to it three directorates whose 
activities are helpful to research in many 
ways. 

Directorate of Plant Protection and 
Plant Quarantine deals with problems re- 
lating to protection of plants from pests 
and diseases and prevention of diseases 
and pests frona entering the country along 
with imported plants. The Directorate is 
responsible for anti-locust operations and 
organises active ca,mpaigns for destruction 
of locusts etc., whenever necessary. 

Directorate of Economics and Statistics 
is mainly concerned with collection of data 
in various fields of agriculture and animal 
husbandry. 

Directorate of Marketing and Inspec- 
tion looks after the marketing of agricul- 
tural produce and fixation of standards. 

CENTRAL RESEARCH INSTITOnONS 

Indian Agricultural Research Insti- 
tute, New Delhi, undertakes research in 
all subjects of agriculture involving an 
integrated study of soils, crops, manures, 
irrigation and livestock in their climatic 
settings, their nutritive value as fodders 
and feeds and other factors, agricultural 
mechanization to increase operative effi- 
ciency, design and improvement of existing 
implements and methods, development and 
utilization of techniques for plant breed- 
ing, evolution and evaluation of new tech- 
niques for crop improvement, cheap and 
efficient control measures against insect 
pests etc. The work of the institute is 
carried out in six divisions dealing with 
agronomy, agricultural chemistry and soil 
sciences, agricultural engineering, .myco- 


logy and plant pathology, ^botany and 
entomology. 

Central Rice Research Institute, Cut- 
tack, Orissa, is interested in all aspects of 
rice cultivation including plant breeding, 
genetics, cytology, physiology, agronomy, 
statistics, pests, diseases etc. 

Central Potato Research Institute, 
Patna, Bihar, undertakes research in all 
aspects of potato development including 
evolution of improved varieties for difie- 
rent climatic and soil zones in the plains 
and in the hills, determination of optimum 
standards of cultivation and manuring, 
survey, study and control of major pests 
and diseases and maintenance and small 
scale multiplication of disease — free stocks 
of seeds of improved varieties. The Insti- 
tute is assisted by three sub-stations at 
Simla, Kufri and Bhowali. 

Indian Dairy Research Institute, Ban- 
galore, is concerned with various aspects 
of dairy science. Grass roots and starter 
cultures, etc. are distributed. 

Indian Veterinary Research Institute, 
Mukteswar and Izatnagar, is the largest 
organisation for purpose of (a) conducting 
Research on diseases, nutrition, animal 
genetics, poultry and cognate matters, 
(6) for imparting post-graduate training 
in different branches of veterinary science 
and animal husbandry (c) for giving advice, 
guidance and co-operation m research work 
on these subjects throughout the country, 
id) for manufacturing biological products 
for the protection o.f livestock against 
diseases and (e) improving the quality and 
standards of biological products by cons- 
tant research and touch with workers in 
other countries of the world. There are 
two livestock research stations at Mathura 
and Hissar. 

Indian Institute of Sugar Technology, 
Kanputy undertakes research on problem 
of sugar technology and chemistry and 
utilization of by-products of the sugar 
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industry. The institute forms the train- 
ing centre for sugar technologists and this 
enables it to maintain contacts with sugar 
factories. An experimental sugar factory 
is attached and help of sugar mills is 
secured whenever necessary for its research. 

Forest Research Institute, Dehra Dun, 
is the traditional headquarters of scienti- 
fic forests in India who combines the dual 
function of training forest workers and 
research in various aspects of forestry. Its 
functions include fundamental and applied 
investigations on cultivation, production 
and utilisation of natural forest products, 
identity of major and minor forest pro- 
ducts, timbers and crops, care and 
management of forests directed towards 
rearing and protecting forests, enhancing 
their value and securing a more efficient 
utilisation of various forest resources. 
Work on silviculture, control of soil 
erosion, protection of forests from injurious 
fungi and insects, timber structure and 
identification, industrial utilisation of 
cellulosic material for paper manufacture 
and other industries based on forest pro- 
ducts fall within its wide scope. 

Fisheries Research. The Government 
of India maintains three research stations 
for fisheries research, Central Marine 
Fisheries Station at Mandapam, a Central 
Inland Fisheries Research Station at Cal- 
cutta and a Deep Sea Fisheries Station at 
Bombay. The Mandapam station handles 
general investigations pertaining to marine 
fisheries while the Calcutta station is con- 
cerned with investigations on the nature 
of fishery resources of inland waters in- 
cluding estuaries, hydro-biological and 
other environmental factors, optimum 
conditions for their maximum output, 
safeguards for conservation of resources. 
These research stations impart practical 
and theoretical training to selected candi- 
dates deputed by state governments or 
institutions. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES 

Besides these central institutes, 
agricultural research is also pursued in 
agricultural colleges in various states. 

(а) Government Agricultural College 
Ludhiana, conducts research on crop 
plants, diseases and pests, manures and 
fertilizers, agricultural implements and 
machinery as well as irrigation, water, etc. 

(б) In Uttar Pradesh, a number of 
institutions devote themselves to instruc- 
tion and research in agricultural subjects. 
At the Kanpur College, instruction is 
imparted in crop husbandry, agricultural 
botany, agricultural chemistry, plant 
pathology, horticultural entomology, agri- 
tultural economics, etc. College of Agri- 
culture, Banaras conducts research in 
plant physiology, mycology and plant 
pathology, agronomy and agricultural 
economics. The College supplies improved 
seeds and plant materials to farmers and 
other state organisations carrying out 
extension work in districts. Survey of 
local pests and diseases is undertaken. 

Allahabad Agricultural Research Insti- 
tute concentrates on cattle breeding, 
improvement of agricultural implements, 
varietal tests of crops, composition of milk 
etc. 

Sheila Dhar Institute of Soil Science, 
Allahabad interests itself in research in all 
branches of agricultural chemistry and 
biochemistry, 

(c) In Madhya Pradesh, the Institute 
of Plant Industry, Indore conducts re- 
search on breeding and improved variety 
of cotton, jawar, groundnut, wheat, linseed 
and gram. 

{d) Agricultural College at Bapatala in 
Madras conducts research in agronomy of 
crops, pests and disease control and resi- 
dual toxicity of pesticides. Soil surveys 
are conducted for locating plant and food 
deficiencies. 
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(e) Agricultural College, Hebb^tl, Banga- 
lore, carries on studies on weeds, pheno- 
logioal data, ecological affinities, seed 
production and dissemination and vege- 
tative reproduction of some of the weeds. 
A study of fodder grasses is in pro- 
gress with a view to introducing on a 
large scale indigenous species that can 
withstand local conditions. Attempts are 
also made to introduce economic and medi- 
cinal plants on a large scale. 

(/) Dharwar Agricultural College carries, 
out research on problems pertaining to 
different aspects of agriculture. 

(g) Horticulture Research Station, 
Sabour, Bihar, conducts research on accli- 
matization, cultural, propagational, 
manual, alternate bearing problems in 
mango and other fruits as well as food 
processing of fruits and vegetables. 

COMMODITY RESEARCH ORGANISATIONS 
(a) Indian Central Cotton Committee, 
Bombay, has established a technological 
laboratory which concerns itself with 
determination of fundamental fibre proper- 
ties and spinning qualities of Indian 
cottons and their interrelationship. The 
effects of different agronomical practices, 
production of yarns, pre-cleaning and 
ginning of cottons, utilization of cotton 
wastes, etc. and effects of remedial 
measures for insect and micro-organisa- 
tional contacts on cotton and cotton 
textiles fall within its scope. 

(6) Indian Central Oilseeds Committee 
New'Delhi, promotes research on oilseeds 
crops and technological research in oil- 
seeds and oils by subsidising research 
schemes in various departments and tech- 
nical institutes. Multiplication and distri- 
bution of improved seeds by state 
governments is subsidised. 

(c) Indian Central Jute Coinmittec, 
Calcutta, sponsors research on jute and 
allied long fibres. Data obtained from day 
to day scientific experiments on properties 
and uses of jute is published. 


(d) Indian Jute Mills Association Labora- 
tory, Calcutta, is responsible for investiga- 
tions in jute technology including improve- 
ments in spinning jute fibres and weaving 
of jute fabrics and their processing. 

(e) Indian Central Coconut Committee, 

maintains two Coconut Research Stations 
at Kasaragod and Kayangulam which 
concern themselves with increasing pro- 
duction of coconuts, investigations on 
pests and diseases of coconut plants, 
evolution of new varieties and species by 
selective and controlled hybridisation. 
Botanical studies including anatomy, 
embryology and cytological aspects, pheno- 
mena of button and nut shredding and 
utilisation of coconut are also undertaken. 

(/) Indian Central Sugarcane Com- 
mittee, New Delhi, is responsible for 
improvement and development of the 
growing, breeding and marketing of sugar- 
cane and development of gur and khand- 
sari industry in India and all matters 
incidental thereto, including agricultural 
research on sugarcane, production, distri- 
bution, testing and propagation of 
improved varieties of cane, collection of 
relevant statistics, recommendations 
relating to credit, transport facilities, 
transport routes and other allied matters. 

(g) Sugarcane Breeding Institute, Coim- 
batore, undertakes research on breeding 
of improved varieties of sub tropical and 
tropical regions, botanical and cytogenetical 
studies on sugarcane and allied genera, phy- 
siology of flowering sugarcane and chemical 
studies on sugarcane. 

(A) Indian Tea Association Research 
Station, Tocklai, Assam, is concerned with 
improvement in the cultivation and proces- 
sing of tea. 

(*) Indian Central T obacco Committee, 
maintains research institutes at Rajamundri, 
Pusa, Anand, etc. for research on 
agronomical, chemical, plant- breeding-. 
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pathological and entomological studies on 
different types of tobacco, their curing and 
processing. Central Tobacco Research Insti- 
tute, Rajamundri has a cigarette tobacco 
research station at Kantoor and a research 
station for cheroot, chewing and wrapper 
tobacco at Wadasardham. A research 
station for huka and chewing tobacco is 
maintained at Pusa. Bidi research is 
sponsored at Anand A research station 
is also maintained at Nahata, West Bengal 
for research on Motihari, Jati and wrapper 
tobacco. 

{j) Indian Central Arecanut Committee 
Kozhikode, has three regional research 
stations in Mysore, Madras and Tra van- 
core. A central research station for study 
of fundamental as well as technological 
aspects of arecanut cultivation is under 
consideration. 

{k) Indian Lac Cess Committee, 
sponsors research on all aspects of lac 
through Indian Lac Research Institute, 
Ranchi. The scope of work including lac 
insect, lac host, chemical, physio-chemical 
and electrical properties including consti- 
tution of lac and discovery of new uses 
for lac 

(/) Central Silk Board, promotes the 
development of the raw silk industry 
and for that purpose it undertakes 
and encourages scientific, technological 
and economic research relating to 
silk. It devises and suggests means for 
improved methods of mulberry cultivation, 
rearing, developing and distributing 
healthy silk worm seeds, reeling of 
silk worm cocons, improving the quality 
and production of raw silk. It also supplies 
technical information to filature and 
charkha reelers and looks after improve- 
ment of marketing facilities for raw silk. 
A number of sericultural research 
stations are maintained by the Board and 
state governments at Berhampur (Bengal), 
Kollegal (Madras). Mysore and Channapatna. 


They are interested in mulberry silk 
worm and rearing of silk worms. 

{m) Indian Rubber Board, Kottyam, 
Travancore, promotes the development of 
rubber industry with regard to production 
and marketing and is responsible for 
undertaking, assisting and encouraging 
scientific, technological and economic 
research on rubber. It trains students in 
improved methods of planting, cultivation, 
manuring and spraying of rubber planta- 
tions. 

(n) Indian Coffee Board looks after the 
development of coffee marketing, and 
fundamental and applied research relating 
to coffee. It maintains a research depart- 
ment which co-ordinates, initiates and 
encourages economic research in various 
fields of coffee plantation and development. 
The Coffee Experimental Station, Bale- 
honnur, Mysore serves as nucleus for all 
research activities while regional stations 
in coffee growing areas tackle problems of 
local and regional interest. 

INFORMATION AND EXTENSION 

The transmission of laboratory results 
to primary producers is a difficult problem 
and the urgency of tackling it is being 
increasingly appreciated. Obviously the 
availability of results to technical people 
IS not of much use in their practical appli- 
cation and only a programme of rural 
development can be instrurrental m lead- 
ing to their utilisation for increased agri- 
cultural production. This is now being 
attempted through community developi- 
ment projects and training centres. Ex- 
tension wings at a number of centres have 
been brought into operation and a national 
Extension Service to integrate various 
development projects in rural areas lias 
been formed. It is hoped that these and 
other steps will be helpful in raising the 
standards of agricultural production and 
assist India in meeting good her defi- 
ciencies. 
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
